THE COMING NUCLEAR SLAVERY 
Not so long ago my "cousin” (actually no rela­ 
tive», Professor Neil W. Chamberlain, of the Yale 
economics faculty, sent me his paperback bearing 
the title of "The West in a World Without War," 
published by McGraw-Hill. I tossed it to one side 
as something that might conceivably be of inter­ 
est to my grandchildren, but certainly of no par­ 
ticular value to the present nuclear-beset gener­ 
ation. But there it sat at the back of the table, 
and as the news from Moscow kept stressing 
Khrushchev's "jollity" the title kept poking itself 
into my consciousness. 
Finally, yielding to curiosity under the prod 
of the nuclear test ban talk, I stuck my nose into 
the professor's 'pages. I got the shock of my life. 
For the world of western "peace," which Neil 
Chamberlain thinks is coming, is projected as the 
modern equivalent of what prevailed in that an­ 
cient England in which the first Germanic comers 
to a Celtic island paid the "Danegeld." as tribute 
and blackmail, to another hardy race from across 
the North Sea, And Kipling’s words came back 
to me:"Once you have paid him the Danegeld, 
You'll never get rid of the Dane." 
Professor Neil Chamberlain, to be strictly 
truthful, never once mentions such a thing as the 
Danegeld. 'The horrid word blackmail does not, 
sully his pages. But give ear to his argument, you 
poor citizens of the West who might be under 
the delusion that a world without war will be 
a pleasant world, and figure it out for yourself. 
The professor, looking at the stockpiles of 
nuclear bombs which are currently at the dis­ 
posal of America and the Soviet Union, thinks 
it only a question of time before other nations 
will have succeeded in joining the nuclear club 
With the dangerous stuff proliferating, he envis­ 
ions all the atomic countries rushing to pool their 
weapons with the United Nations as a supreme 
keener of the peace. War will be renounced. 
But don’t begin singing hallenjah at the pros­ 
pect. For, by the sheer weight of their popula­ 
tions, the "proletarian" nations of the world will 
dominate the U. N. peace club. World policy will 
be an Afro-Asian affair. The western countries 
with the money and the industrial know-how 
might, like the American cotton states of the 
Eighteen Forties and the Eighteen Fifties, con­ 
tinue to be sovereign within their own borders. 
But the power to "interpose," to veto any raids 
on their treasuries, must break down. The gang

What kind of military establishment 
would this leave us? What would this do 
to our effort in the nuclear arms competi­ 
tion? The effect could hardly be less than 
catastrophic. 
Yet many of the same people who favor 
the liberty amendments not only want the 
United States strong militarily, but demand 
that it undertake the conquest of Cuba and 
other foreign adventures where Commu­ 
nists are pressing hard.

A—In sume children the embryonic development 
of the oral cavity is incomplete at birth and as 
a result there may be a cystic swelling in the 
neck. Associated with this there may be a slight 
intermittent discharge of mucus. Following a 
cold or sore throat the cyst may become infected 
and discharge pus. The only satisfactory treat­ 
ment is complete removal of the cyst. 
Q—My 5-year-old son has porphyria and the 
doctor says he can't be cured but must take an 
antihistamine twice a day from May to October 
every year as long as he lives. He also uses a 
sun-protective cream and must wear a wide- 
brimmed hat all summer. Is there any other 
treatment? 
A—This eon genital hereditary' disease is rela­ 
tively rare. Its pa me derives from the fact that 
it is associated with the excretion of a large 
amount of a pigment called porphyrin in the urine. 
This gives the urine a red color. The victim's 
ikin is extremely sensitive to light and there may 
be an increased growth of facial hair. In some 
persons with this disease the teeth may be red 
or red-brow n. 
It is essential to protect the skin from sun­ 
light or any other source of ultraviolet rays. Since 
ordinary window glass filters out these rays your 
son will not need to be protected when indoors 
with the windows closed. Treatment is generally 
unsat is fact orv.

WASHINGTON—There’s sup­ 
posed to be a "wail of sepration 
between church and state erected 
under the Constitution. At least 
so the Supreme Court of the 
United States has said. But 
something happened in Washing­ 
ton last Thursday which indi­ 
cates that the wall apparently 
bars entry* from only one side. 
For while the government can­ 
not direct what prayers, if any, 
shall be used in the public 
schools or institutions, the gov- 
erment presumably can be di­ 
rected by the churches as to what 
laws shall be passed on any sub­ 
ject. Whether it is in the field of 
"conscience” or "commerce," the 
principal, religious organizations 
of the nation now assert the 
right to interpret these words for 
themselves and take part in the 
measures being exerted in the 
lobbies of the Capitol to secure 
the enactment of certain laws 
barring racial discrimination. 
Spokesmen for the three big 
n a t i o n a l 
organizations 
of 
churches — Catholic, Protestant 
and Jewish—have just told Con­ 
gress that all forms of racial dis- 
erimination should be abolished 
by law. Congress Listens 
Three committees of Con­ 
gress heard the arguments pre­ 
sented by the churchmen dealing 
with proposed legislation on civil 
rights in respect to retail stores, 
restaurants, hotels and motels as 
well as discrimination in employ­ 
ment in various businesses, weth­ 
er governmental or private. 
In what was described by the 
church sponsors as "an unprece­ 
dented and 1 n d e e d historic 
event,” a formal statement con­ 
taining identical words was read 
before each of three Congres­ 
sional committees. 
A Catholic clergyman rep­ 
resenting the National Cath­ 
olic Welfare Conference ap­ 
peared before a Senate commit­ 
tee and said he spoke for his 
own and the two other church 
group*—the National Council of 
Churches and the Synagogue 
Council of America.. The same 
declaration was read before an­ 
other Senate committee the 
same day by a Jewish rabbi, who 
too, testified that he spoke for 
alt three organizations. A Prot­ 
estant clergyman likewise pre­ 
sented the same statement be­ 
fore a House committee in behalf 
of the three church groups. The 
declaration said in part: 
Condemn Realism 
“The religious conscience of 
America condemns racism as 
blasphemy against God. . , . 
"Mijor religious bodies hold 
simply that God created all men 
regardless of color, race or na­ 
tional origin, with equal rights 
and dignity. They affirm that 
'differences among indlv'lduals 
stemming from such factors as 
heredity, 
education, 
cultural 
background and opportunities do 
not in any way affect basic hu­ 
man rights. Thus they have spe­ 
cifically condemned racial dis­ 
crimina. tion, .segreation and prej­ 
udice as incompatible with the 
principles of faith in God." 
But which church, if any, is to 
determine authoritatively for 
Congress what are the “princi­ 
ple* of faith in God?” although. 


the three major church groups 
car send clergymen to the com­ 
mittees of Congress to tell them, 
in effect, that unless they pass 
certain laws, they will be violat­ 
ing the “principles of faith in 
God." Two atheists from Mary­ 
land recently persuaded the Su­ 
preme Court of the United 
States to rule that children in 
the public schools should not be 
allowed to pray or to express 
even in the vaguest terms their 
support for the "principles of 
faith in God." Spokesmen for 
various Christian and Jewish 
church groups, welcomed the rul­ 
ing. 
Non-Rellgiou* Issue* 
So there appears to be a one­ 
sided wall of separation between 
church and state. These contro­ 
versies have not been confined to 
religious questions. Thu* the so­ 
cial action department of the 
National Catholic Welfare Con­ 
ference appealed in a public 
statement in 1947 to President 
Truman to veto the National 
Labor Relations Act, passed by 
Congress. He did so, but it be­ 
came law anyhow’ as both hou*es 
overrode the veto. This corre­ 
spondent at the time called at­ 
tention to attempts by this and 
other church groups to tell the 
government what laws should be 
enacted whether or not they 
touched religion. For nearly 
every subject can be rationalized 
as in some way related to 
"morals” or "conscience.” 
There has been, as yet no re-' 
ferendum taken among the mem­ 
bers of these churches through­ 
out the country—approximately 
116,000,000 according to the 1961 
figures—to determine how a 
majority feel about the asserted 
right of the church organizations 
to speak for them on matters of 
legislation. Will some individuals 
risk “excommunication” if they 
take a dissenting view? 
Miscegenation Next 
'The campaign of some of the 
church organizations goes be­ 
yond mere statements to Con­ 
gressional committees. A com­ 
mission of the National Council 
cf Churches, a leading Protestant 
organization, has just issued a 
public appeal for 40,000 members 
to take part in person in the 
"march on Washington” on Au­ 
gust 28. Many ministers, white 
and Negro, have already parti­ 
cipated in the demonstrations in 
different, parts of ths country, 
and some have been arrested for 
disturbing the peace. 
But the real significance of all 
the new developments is that 
there may be a movement started 
to permit intermarriage. What 
people' in the South have always 
feared is that enforced social re­ 
lationships between Negroes and 
whites of both sexes would even­ 
tually bring about intermarriage 
on a wide scale in America, This, 
to be sure, is at the root of the 
problem of 'the Integrated .school 
and is responsible for much of 
the opposition to mixing of races 
or social relationships in eating 
places, hotels and housing facili­ 
ties. The expressed position of the 
churches today on racial discrim­ 
ination 'Could lead logically' to a 
legal sanction of intermarriage 
or at least a declaration that for 
a state to forbid it is "a blas­ 
phemy against God.”

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Fever Chart of Four Decades of U.S.-Soviet Relations 


THE EAGLE AND THE BEAU—Since the Bolshevik Revolution (or counter- 
re volution) of 1917, U.S.-Russian relations have varied from cool to very 
warm to very chilly and all the degrees between. Chart above visualizes 
this changeable international temperature. Cold and warm readings are 
arbitrary and differ between observers. Things got off to a bad start with 
Lenin’s takeover of the Russian Revolution. American troops actually 
fought Red soldiers on Russian soil during the ensuing civil war. In the 
1920s, much American economic and technical aid was extended to the 
Soviets. A high point was reached in 1933 when the United States granted 
diplomatic recognition to the Communist regime. Interestingly, this was 
partly at the urging of capitalists who hoped for increased business be­ 


tween the two nations. Feelings took another dip with the purge trials of 
the 1930s and the Nazi-Soviet nonagression pact of 1939. But Hit­ 
ler's invasion of Russia heated Russo-American friendship to its highest 
point. This was shortlived, however, being chilled by Red coups in Europe 
and obstructionism in the United Nations. The Cold War has, for the most 
part, lived up to its name with only a few warming periods. There was a 
sudden plunge in the fall of 1962, but the recovery has been quick, Cordial­ 
ity appears to be approaching another high with the current nuclear test 
ban talks in Moscow, at the same time as Russia's relations with Communist 
ally China are dropping to the freezing level. In spite of the warmth direct­ 
ed toward the West, diplomats are not discarding their overcoats.

U. N. com­ 
mand spokesman, saad the Reds 
launched "a vicious and unpro­ 
voked attack” on three members 
of the U.S. l*t Cavalry Division 
as they rode in a jeep to a guard 
post near Chungyang-Dong. 
Creel said the American soldiers 
were hit by machine-gun fire and 
grenades which apparently came 
from seven ambush positions just 
ins de the demilitarized zone. 
"We can assume there were 
seven North Korean soldiers in 
the raiding party,” he said. 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from the Pentagon on the 
incident,
